TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OE  THE 
DARLASTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Madam,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  been  impressed  with  the  fact  that  while  })rogress  in 
Public  Health  and  Preventive  Medicine  has  been  very  great  over 
a ])eriod  of  years,  I hnd  on  reading  the  annual  rej)orts  of  my 
predecessors  how  ai)t  their  remarks  are  to  the  ])resent  day.  I am 
reminded  that  “ the  road  winds  u})hill  all  the  way,  yes  to  the  very 
end,  and  while  we  may  pass  landmarks  on  the  wav’  such  as  the 
removal  of  the  last  privy  midden  from  the  town,  it  is  only  by  the 
continued  concerted  WTjik  of  a team  of  w'orkers  that  w’e  j^rogress. 

Still  do  w'e  find  that  visitors  to  houses  where  there  is  infectious 
disease  are  not  e.xcluded  nor  do  the  members  of  the  household 
take  ordinary  reasonable  })recautions  to  limit  the  sjiread  of  infection. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Darlaston  in  his  annual 
Report  for  Blbl,  w’rites,  Another  potent  factor  in  the  dissemin- 
ation of  the  I y])hoid  poison  is  the  })romiscuous  visiting  of  infected 
houses  by  curious  neighbours.”  It  is  true  he  was  writing  of 
lyphoid  hever  but  the  .same  holds  good  for  most  infectious  diseases. 
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Visitors  should  be  excluded  from  any  house  where  there  is 
infectious  disease  or  disease  suspicious  of  being  infective.  Some 
people  fail  to  isolate  themselves  because  they  think  that  their 
particular  germ  is  harmless  to  others.  Some  go  visiting  because 
they  think  they  are  immune  to  attack. 

We  are  also  very  lax  in  our  handling  of  food  utensils.  I have 
seen  crockery  washed  in  the  same  water  that  had  been  used  to  wash 
children’s  hands  and  faces.  I have  seen  the  basin  in  which  hand- 
kerchiefs were  put  to  soak  used  also  to  wash  crockery  in  a home 
where  the  hot  water  supply  was  not  good.  We  shall  all  have  to 
become  more  particular  in  our  cleanliness  and  the  first  thing  to  do 
is  to  have  a wash  basin  set  aside  for  washing  food  utensils  only. 
When  there  is  any  infectious  disease  in  the  house  the  dishes  of  the 
sufferer  must  be  kept  apart  from  the  others. 

It  is  always  our  hope  that  when  all  the  people  become  housed 
where  there  are  facilities  for  adequate  washing  and  bathing  that  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  country  will  improve. 

And  the  position  of  housing  is  something  of  which  you  are 
all  too  well  aware,  and  about  which  you  are  all  concerned. 
Circumstances  are  obstructing  us  at  the  present  time.  All  we  can 
do  is  work  awa^’  and  look  forward  to  better  times. 

I regret  the  late  issuing  of  this  report,  but  so  much  of  the 
time  of  the  Department  has  been  taken  up  with  the  issuing  of  Civil 
Licences  for  the  repair  of  houses  that  it  was  impossible  to  prepare  the 
report  sooner. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  hard  work  and  help, 
and  you  for  your  co-operation  and  encouragement.

I would  like  to  see  many  more  children  under  5 years  of  age 
protected  against  diphtheria.  I regret  that  there  were  two  deaths 
from  diphtheria,  both  in  children  under  live,  and  in  children  who 
had  not  been  protected  by  immunisation. 

17  cases  out  of  23  cases  notified  proved  to  have  diphtheria. 
22  cases  notified  were  removed  to  hospital.  The  best  place 
for  a case  of  suspected  diphtheria  is  in  hospital.  It  is  difficult 
to  treat  and  nurse  diphtheria  at  home.  Of  the  17  cases,  12  were 
aged  up  to  15  years  and  5 were  over  15  years  of  age. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

21  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  34  cases 
in  1945.  11  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  There  were  no 

deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever. 


Whooping  Cough. 

18  cases  were  notified  with  one  death.  There  were  52  cases 
notified  in  1945, 


Measles. 

7 cases  were  notified  contrasting  with  127  cases  in  1945. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  parents  now  call  in  a doctor 
for  measles  and  whooping  cough.  One  can  deduce  from  this  that 
measles  and  whooping  cough  are  now  being  recognised  as  potential 
scources  of  ill-health  later  in  life. 

One  case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  was  notified  during  the 
year.

Tuberculosis. 

I'here  were  197  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  1949,  an  increase  of  11  on  the  1945  figures. 

There  were  19  deaths  while  in  1945  there  were  19  deaths. 

1 he  Tuberculosis  Officer  sees  any  contact  who  presents  him 
or  herself  for  examination.  It  is  wise  for  all  the  immediate  contacts 
of  a case  of  Tuberculosis  to  seek  this  advice,  because  the  earlier 
a case  is  got,  the  greater  the  chance  of  recovery. 

Scabies. 

'I'here  were  cases  of  scabies  in  IS  families  seen  during  the 
year.  In  four  of  them  it  was  a reinfestation  showing  that  some 
members  of  the  family  had  escaped  efficient  treatment.  I have 
found  that  often  in  these  eases  it  is  the  elderly  who  manage  to 
elude  us.  They  seem  to  think  that  itch  is  concomitant  with  old 
age  and  put  up  with  the  inconvenience.  The  cases  of  scabies 
otherwise  encountered  cleared  up  (juickly  becau.se  they  were  got 
early  before  secondary  infection  had  developed. 

Louse  Infestation. 

I have  not  encountered  any  body  louse  infestation  diiriui: 
the  year.  ' ^ 

We  still  have  not  managed  to  get  the  community  free  from 
head  louse  infestation.  Those  with  whom  the  louse  has  been  at 
home  for  a long  time  do  not  try  to  get  rid  of  the  in\-aders.  One  nit 
must  be  regarded  as  seriously  as  a badly  infested  head.  So  often 
the  mother  of  a child  protests  that  she  has  got  the  infestation  down 
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to  a few  nits  and  thinks  we  are  unreasonable  to  expect  an  entirely 
nit  free  head.  Unless,  we  have  the  standard  of  a head  being 
absolutely  free  from  nits  our  labours  are  in  vain  and  we  shall  always 
have  the  problem  to  deal  with. 

Small-Pox. 

During  the  year  several  names  of  servicemen  who  had  been 
contacts  of  Small-pox  on  the  homeward  journey  were  notified  to  me 
by  the  Port  Authorities.  These  people  were  kept  under  observation 
for  lb  days.  Xo  case  of  Small-pox  developed.  Our  Port  Health 
routine  has  kept  this  country  relatively  free  from  small-pox  since 
the  days  when  vaccination  was  found  to  be  a protection,  but  we 
are  now  up  against  new  problems  in  the  speed  of  air  travel.  Unless 
we  again  become  a well  vaccinated  nation  we  shall  have  difficulty 
in  keeping  small-pox  from  being  a common  killing  disease  again. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Stafford  County  Council  provides  facilities  for  the  investi- 
gation of  material  for  diagnostic  and  preventive  measures. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Town  Ambulance  is  manned  by  one  driver  who  is  relieved 
by  a driver  from  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Nursing  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  West  Midland  Joint  Hospital  Board  provides  accom- 
modation for  the  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Domiciliary  Nursing. 

Domiciliary  nursing  is  provided  by  the  Queen’s  District 
Nursing  Association. 

Health  Visitors. 

Miss  Roberts  joined  the  staff  in  1940  so  we  now  have  a compli- 
ment of  three  Health  Visitors  allocated  to  the  district  by  the 
Stafford  County  Council. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Bentley  area  of  Darlaston  is  supplied  by  the  Wolverhamp- 
ton Town  Waterworks.  The  pressure  is  low  by  the  time  the 
water  reaches  Darlaston  and  the  supply  is"  not  adequate. 
Negotiations  are  in  being  for  the  supply  to  be  increased  so  that 
the  houses  in  existence  and  those  which  will  be  built  in  the  future 
should  have  an  adequate  supply. 


The  rest  of  Darlaston  is  sup])lie(l  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company.  Routine  chemical  and  Bacteriological 
analysis  of  water  at  all  scources  of  supply  are  taken  monthly. 
Samples  of  water  in  Darlaston  are  also  taken  monthly  by  the 
Waterman  and  reports  sent  to  me.  I'lie  supply  during  the  year 
has  been  satisfactory  in  (piantity  aiul  quality. 

Sewage. 

A full  account  of  the  system  of  sewage  disposal  was  given  in 
last  year’s  report.  The  difficulties  of  labour  shortage  in  this 
district  were  still  encountered  during  h)4h. 

Housing. 

W'e  have  still  a long  way  to  go  before  we  can  say  that  each 
family  in  Darlaston  is  housed  in  a sanitary  house.  It  is  rather 
depressing  to  see  so  many  with  ^mung  children  living  in  conditions 
which  are  not  conducive  to  comfortable  and  healthy  living. 

During  the  year  u four  bedroomed  hou.ses  and  l.‘U  three 
bedroomed  houses  were  finished  for  letting — not  a bad  achievement 
under  difficult  circumstances. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Dr.  Ramage  has  very  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OE  THE  COUNCIL 
FOR  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  OE  DARLASTON. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  information  and 
consideration  my  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1 946. 

It  has  been  a somewhat  difficult  year  from  many  points  of 
view  having  particular  regard  to  staff,  in  which  we  have  been 
severely  handicapped  by  having  lost  the  Additional  Inspector 
and  by  changes  in  the  clerical  staff,  placing  additional  burdens  on 
the  technical  officers. 

However  we  were  h)rtunate  in  being  able  to  secure  the  return 
from  military  service  of  a former  pupil  clerk  who  was  appointed 
as  Assistant  (unqualihed)  in  March.  His  assistance  has  been 
invaluable  in  coping  with  the  arrears  of  work  and  those  duties 
which  have  of  necessity  had  to  be  curtailed  during  the  difficult 
period  following  the  war. 

Additional  responsibilities  placed  on  the  Department  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  .Acts, 
by  virtue  of  delegated  powers,  and  by  the  Mini.stry  of  M’orks  under 
the  Civil  Building  Regulations,  have  not  hel])ed  matters  or  combined 
to  that  efficiency  which  is  expected  of  a Health  Service. 

The  latter  duties,  which  fall  on  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  the 
Licensing  Officer  for  repair  and  maintenance  work,  recjuire  con- 
siderably more  time  and  attention  if  apjdications  for  licences  are 
to  be  dealt  with  impartially  and  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry's 
intention  of  curtailment  of  works  of  re])air  and  maintenance. 

In  a district  such  as  this,  where  most  of  the  houses  other  than 
Council  houses  are  well  over  one  hundred  years  old,  jerry-built 
and  more  or  less  ramsliackle,  any  curtailment' of  such  work  instead 
of  assisting  the  housing  situation,  will  only  tend  to  make  it  worse. 

I here  are  many  houses  even  now  on  which  it  seems  a needless  waste 
of  labour  and  materials  to  try  and  make  them  habitable.  However, 
restrictions  in  the  execution  of  urgent  and  essential  repairs  have 
not  been  exercised.  Many  of  the  occupiers  of  these  houses  have, 
during  the  past  seven  or  eight  years  displayed  great  patience,  a 
period  during  which  little  (m  no  repairs  have  been  carried  out. 
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The  erection  of  new  houses,  of  which  139  have  been  completed 
during  the  year,  has  led  to  these  people  expressing  great  disatis- 
faction with  their  housing  conditions,  and  the  Department  has  been 
deluged  with  complaints.  The  checking  of  these  and  remedial 
measures  has  occupied  the  major  part  of  our  activities  during  the 
year  and  it  has  been  advantageous  in  having  control  of  the  issue 
of  Licences  and  Permits — thus  securing  early  attention  to  these 
essential  and  urgent  sanitary  matters.  ~

I he  number  of  condemned  houses  remaining  occupied  now 
numbers  72,  eleven  houses  having  been  dealt  with  under  Section 
II  during  the  year. 
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Although  139  new  houses  have  been  erected,  being  of  the 
larger  three-bedroomed  type  these  have  been  allotted  to  relieve 
cases  of  overcrowding.  It  is  hoped  however  that  it  will  be  possible 
when  the  worst  of  these  cases  have  been  dealt  with  to  rehouse  by 
exchange  some  of  the  families  occupying  these  more  or  less  derelict 
houses.  A special  report  on  the  policy  of  exchanges  and  based  on 
the  information  obtained  b}^  the  housing  survey^undertaken  in  1944 
was  submitted  to  the  Committee,  and  was  favourably  considered 
for  adoption  at  the  appropriate  time. 

Now  that  the  new  housing  scheme  is  making  more  or  less 
satisfactory  progress,  measures  should  be  taken  to  implement  this 
report  and  rehouse  some  of  these  families.  The  condition  of  many 
of  these  houses  is  such  that  as  Health  Officers  we  are  more  concerned 
about  the  health  and  future  welfare  of  families  living  in  these  sub- 
standard and  undesirable  habitations  than  families  living  under 
overcrowded,  uncongenial  and  uncomfortable  conditions. 

The  Council  wisely  gave  authority  in  1944  for  a comprehensive 
survey  of  housing  conditions,  so  that  in  embarking  on  their  housing 
programme  they  did  so  with  a full  knowledge  of  the  housing 
shortage  and  the  various  types  of  houses  required  to  meet  those 
shortages.  Thus,  in  their  first  housing  schemes  they  endeavoured 
to  restore  a proper  balance  as  to  type  and  accommodation,  and  to 
rehouse  the  larger  single  families  where  the  permitted  number  was 
exceeded  or  where  the  overcrowding  standard  was  exceeded. 

By  exchanges  it  was  then  possible  to  relieve  a further  case  of 
overcrov'ding  from  a two-bedroomed  house,  thus  leaving  the  small 
two-bedroomed  house  available  for  a smaller  sub-tenant  family. 

The  wisdom  of  this  procedure  will  be  apparent  and  will  enable 
us  quickly  to  deal  with  our  various  problems  of  catering  for  : — 

[a)  Overcrowded  large  family  units  in  small  three-bedroomed 
houses. 

{h)  Smaller  family  units  in  two-bedroomed  houses. 

(c)  Occupiers  of  small  condemned  properties. 

By  such  dispersal  the  total  number  of  new  houses  will  be 
reduced  in  number  until  such  time  as  we  can  embark  on  a wholesale 
clearance  of  unht  properties. 

Considering  the  difficulties  being  encountered  in  the  building 
and  allied  trades,  good  progress  has  been  made  and  far  sooner  than 
was  the  case  after  the  last  war,  when  it  took  us  six  years  to  erect 
142  houses. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  com})letcd  131)  houses  and 
private  enterprise  had  furnished  another  -4-1,  making  a total  for  the 
year  of  180  houses.  It  should  be  pointed  out  however  that  of  the 
131)  mentioned,  31)  were  erected  by  ])rivate  enterprise,  but  taken 
over  upon  completion  by  the  Council  for  dealing  with  their  re- 
housing problem.  I'hus,  of  the  ISO,  eighty  can  be  said  to  have 
been  provided  by  private  enterprise. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  has  become  such  that  all 
the  efforts  of  the  building  trade  will  have  to  be  concentrated  on 
erecting  houses  for  those  most  in  need,  which  will  of  necessity 
reduce  considerably  the  number  of  houses  to  be  jirovided  other  than 
by  the  Local  Authority. 

'I'o  meet  these  needs  the  Council  now  propose  to  acquire  land 
at  Bentley  previously  acquired  for  development  by  private  enter- 
prise, of  approximately  213  acres  in  extent,  and  sufficient  to  meet 
our  requirements  for  a number  of  years  ahead.  Our  whole  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  depends  on  the  erection  of  these  houses,  as 
we  have  now  reached  a stage  when  the  closure  and  demolition  of 
individual  houses  is  pointless.  To  deal  effectively  with  our  j)roblem 
we  need  to  deal  now  with  areas  of  unht  dwellings,  when  redevelop- 
ment on  better  planned  lines  can  then  take  place. 

During  tlie  immediate  pre-war  years  we  eliminated  approxi- 
mately 1)0  Courts  and  a total  of  To!)  houses,  a not  insignificant 
number  when  it  is  reflected  that  we  have  but  5,380  houses  in  the 
district,  of  which  1,854-  have  been  erected  by  the  Council. 

Our  Slum  Clearance  Programme  calls  for  the  demolition  of 
a further  1,300  hou.ses,  so  that  by  the  time  this  work  is  accom- 
plished the  Council  will  own  00  % of  the  houses  in  the  district. 

ALLOCATtON  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

This  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  difficult  of  all  the  problems 
associated  with  housing,  since  houses  are  in  such  short  supply  and 
so  many  deserving  rases  remain  on  the  books.  'I'he  only  guidance 
received  from  higher  authority  is  that  in  the  selection  of  tenants 
reasonable  ])reference  should  be  given  to  persons  wlu)  are  occupying 
insanitary  or  overcrowded  houses,  have  large  families,  or  are  living 
under  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions. 

In  order  to  a.ssist  the  Council  in  this  difficult  task  a “ jioints 
scheme  ” was  adoj)ted  and  put  into  operation.  Like  all  points 
systems  it  had  certain  pit-falls  and  produced  anomalies,  and  as  a 
result  certain  flexibilities  were  introduced  to  offsc't  these. 
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L'lifortunately,  the  scheme  in  its  inception  did  not  pay  sufficient 
regard  to  the  hndings  resulting  from  the  Surveys,  from  which  lists 
were  prepared  of  large  families  causing  statutory  overcrowding, 
sub-tenants  causing  overcrowding,  and  sub-tenants  not  causing 
overcrowding. 

Had  the  points  scheme  been  applied  within  these  limits,  so 
many  anomalies  would  not  have  arisen.  However>due  regard  is 
now  being  had  to  these  schedules  and  there  is  how  little  cause  for 
complaint  ; as  an  instrument  in  the  rapid  selection  of  a short 
list  of  the  most  urgent  applicants  it  is  really  excellent. 

The  scheme  as  now  amended  and  accepted  is  as  follows  : —

SLUM  CLEARANCE. 


Rehousing. 

As  part  of  the  scheme  for  the  letting  of  houses  the  Council  have 
approved  of  one  out  of  every  five  new  houses  being  erected,  being 
allocated  for  rehousing  of  tenants  of  condemned  properties,  also 
that  in  exceptional  cases,  or  cases  of  emergency,  that  authority 
be  given  to  allot  further  new  houses,  and  that  tenants  of  houses 
subject  to  demolition  and  required  to  be  rehoused  for  other  purposes 
should  not  be  included  in  the  1 to  5 ratio  of  lettings. 

This  does  not  of  necessity  mean  that  the  family  goes  into  a new 
house,  as  the  exchange  system  functions  to  ensure  that  there  is  no 
waste  of  accommodation,  and  that  the  size  of  the  family  bears  some 
relation  to  the  accommodation  offered. 

The  advantages  of  such  a scheme  will  be  appreciated,  as  we 
can  by  such  means  reduce  our  need  for  new  houses  considerably. 

This  policy  was  followed  at  Rough  Hay  No.  3 Scheme  in  the 
erection  of  19S  houses  for  Slum  Clearance.  By  a process  of  ex- 
changes we  managed  to  rehouse  198  slum  clearance  families  and  at 
the  same  time  abate  oO  cases  of  overcrowding,  thus  reducing  our 
demand  for  new  houses  to  that  extent. 
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The  following  hgures  will  indicate  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  this  policy  of  exchange  — •

CIVIL  BUILDING  REGULATIONS. 

The  duties  under  the  above  Regulations  are  carried  out  jointly 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  aud  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Surveyor  is  responsible  for  licences  and  priority  certi- 
ficates in  connection  with  new  buildings  and  erections  only,  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  all  repair  and  maintenance  work  in- 
cluding structural  alterations  coming  within  the  limits  set  by  the 
^Ministry  of  \\'orks). 

In  practice  this  division  of  responsibility  works  v^ery  satis- 
factorily, as  a great  deal  of  repair  and  luaintenancc  work  falls 
naturally  within  the  province  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  so  can 
be  supervised  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  duties  of  the  I)ej)artment. 

This  section  of  the  work  however  has  developed  considerably 
during  the  year,  as  materials  have  become  further  controlled. 
It  is  in  view  of  the  position  with  regard  to  materials,  more  necessary 
that  closer  attention  be  given  to  both  authorised  and  unauthorised 
work. 

In  a district  like  ours,  where  so  much  repair  work  is  called  for 
in  order  to  maintain  a reasonable  standard  of  housing,  there  can  be 
little  curtailment  of  work  of  repair  and  maintenance,  although  a 
ban  has  been  placed  on  structural  additions  such  as  kitchenettes, 
provision  of  bathrooms,  electric  installations  and  such  work  as 
would  call  for  materials  in  short  supply  and  urgentl}^  needed  for 
new  houses. 

I feel  that  it  can  be  stated  that  there  is  very  little  unauthorised 
building  or  work  of  a non-essential  character  being  carried  out  in  the 
area,  and  in  any  case  not  to  an  e.xtent  which  is  affecting  the  house 
building  programme.  Most  of  the  operatives  engaged  on  the 
class  of  work  being  carried  out  at  present  could  not  satisfactorily 
be  engaged  on  the  erection  of  new  houses,  and  in  any  case  they  are 
needed  in  order  to  undertake  urgent  sanitary  and  rej)air  work 
which  cannot  be  delayed  if  families  are  to  be  satisfactorily  housed 
and  if  houses  are  to  be  kept  fit  for  continual  occupation. 

The  priority  scheme  as  regards  building  materials  and  com- 
ponents appears  to  be  working  well,  although  there  is  often  consider- 
able delay  in  obtaining  relatively  small  amounts  of  materials 
urgently  needed  for  essential  repairs.  This  means  more  delay  in 
getting  urgent  sanitary  matters  attended  to,  as  it  is  little  use 
commencing  work  until  the  components  required  are  available. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  further  restrictions  and  control  will  not  add 
to  these  difficulties.  The  replacement  of  a defective  pedestal  may 
seem  but  a small  matter,  but  it  can  be  a serious  inconvenience 
when  a family  is  without  such  sanitary  arrangements  for  a matter 
of  weeks.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 


84  visits  have  been  made  to  infectious  cases  for  necessarv 
investigation,  and  96  re-visits. 

135  premises  have  been  disinfected  after  infectious  or  other 
complaints,  53  being  for  verminous  conditions. 

Terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  the  case  of  16  deaths 
from  T.B.  and  bedding  was  either  destroyed  or  steam  disinfected. 
Disinfection  is  also  undertaken  when^we  are  informed  as  regards 
removal  to  Institution  or  change  of  address. 

We  have  no  steam  disinfector  in  the  district,  this  work  being 
undertaken  by  an  adjoining  Authority  by  arrangement.  Bedding 
is  also  dealt  with  in  a similar  manner  when  verminous  conditions  are 
reported  or  on  change  of  tenancy. 
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For  terminal  disinfection  after  infectious  complaints  the 
usual  formalin  fumigator  is  used  with  sealing  of  the  rooms.  In  the 
case  of  verminuous  conditions  block  disinfestators  are  used  and 
have  been  found  reasonably  satisfactory  with  mild  infestations. 

However,  in  well  established  cases,  D.D.T.  solutions  have 
proved  satisfactory,  although  necessitating  repeat  treatment  in 
several  instances. 

For  infestations  from  fleas,  cockroaches,  and  other  such  insects 
we  have  found  that  D.D.T.  vapour  with  a 60%  of  D.D.T.  by  weight 
most  satisfactory.  One  of  the  worst  flea  infested  houses  within 
my  experience  was  effectively  dealt  with  by  this  means.  Although 
this  method  is  really  excellent  for  fleas  it  has  not  proved  so  satis- 
factory with  bugs,  and  D.D.T.  solutions  are  therefore  used. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

31  licences  were  issued  for  the  bulk  storage  of  31,975  gallons 
of  motor  spirit. 

Storage  in  all  cases  is  by  underground  storage  tanks  with 
supply  by  pump,  both  mechanical  and  electric.  Of  the  quantities 
mentioned  above,  7,75(1  gallons  represent  petrol  for  re-sale,  the 
remainder  being  stored  by  industrial  Arms  in  connection  with  their 
own  road  transport. 

Three  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium 
(a  total  of  16  cwts.)  and  confined  to  use  in  connection  with  acety- 
lene welding  plant. 


REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  was  transferred 
to  the  Public  Works  Department  during  the  war  in  order  to  con- 
serve labour  and  centralize  control.  The  work  has  been  well 
carried  out  and  few  complaints  have  been  received  apart  from  those 
resulting  from  the  severe  weather  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Galvanised  receptacles  are  in  general  use  throughout  the 
district  and  covered  vehicles  are  used  for  collection. 
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Although  the  Local  Authority  has  not  taken  advantage  of 
their  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act  to  provide  and  maintain 
dustbins  at  an  annual  charge  not  exceeding  2 b,  they  have  under- 
taken to  supply  bins  to  private  owners,  who  have  in  the  past  found 
it  increasingly  difficult  to  purchase  bins  in  the  usual  way  at  reason- 
able charges. 

584  bins  have  been  supplied  during  the  year,  500  to  Council 
houses  and  284  to  privately  owned  houses. 

In  connection  with  this  service  it  is  desirable,  having  regard 
to  the  functions  these  men  perform  whatever  climatic  conditions 
prevail,  that  they  should  be  properly  equipped  to  give  the  service 
the  public  demand,  and  that  adequate  protective  clothing  should 
be  provided,  together  with  lockers  at  the  depot  for  personal  clothing, 
etc.,  and  also  that  there  should  be  provision  for  washing,  messing, 
etc.  It  is  desiralde  that  employees  should  be  able  to  have  a wash 
and  brush  uj)  before  leaving  and  hav^e  somewhere  to  leave  their 
protective  clothing  where  it  can  be  dried  and  ready  for  use  again. 

The  method  of  disposal  used  here  is  “ controlled  tipping.” 
It  is  reasonably  efficient  and  economical,  providing  the  Regulations 
issued  by  the  Ministry  are  carried  out.  It  is  essential  that  as 
little  tipping  area  as  possible  should  be  exposed,  and  that  effectiv’ely 
covered  with  dry  suitable  material  at  the  completion  of  the  dav's’ 
work. 

4'he  main  tip  in  Wolverhampton  Street  is  well  away  from 
residential  areas  and  has  not  given  cause  for  com])laint.  The  time 
is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  find  another  tipping 
site,  as  another  18  months  will  see  this  land  tilled  in. 


MEAT  AND  FOODS. 

162  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  on  private  premises  during 
1946. 

There  are  220  pig  keepers  on  the  register.  The  piggeries  on 
the  whole  are  well  constructed  and  satisfactorily  maintained, 
although  most  of  them  are  not  connected  to  the  main  drainage 
system,  being  drained  to  catchpits. 

Specimen  plans  are  now  loaned  to  all  prospective  pig  keepers 
and  approval  is  necessary  before  work  is  commenced  and  after 
completion. 
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More  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  on  licensed  premises  than 
previously,  which  is  a step  in  the  right  direction,  although  it 
is  to  be  regretted  that  this  facility  is  only  obtained  outside  the 
district,  as  there  is  now  no  slaughtering  on  licensed  premises  in 
the  area.

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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

Ten  persons  have  been  licensed  under  the  above  Act  during 
the  year. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  in  the  district  is  confined  to  the 
cottagers  pigs,  as  there  are  no  licensed  premises  now  in  use.  A 
humane  killer  is  loaned  to  licensed  slaughtermen,  this  having 
been  presented  to  us  by  the  Royal  Humane  Society. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

There  are  three  slaughterhouses  licensed  under  the  above  Act. 
These  however  have  not  been  used  for  the  slaughter  of  animals 
during  the  year.

As  regards  the  milk  retailed  in  the  district,  appro.ximately 
70%  is  sterilised,  4.8%  untreated  milk  and  the  remainder  graded 
milk  (Pasteurised,  T.T.  or  Accredited). 

One  report  was  received  with  regard  to  an  unsatisfactory 
sample  of  bottled  milk  taken  by  the  Sampling  Officer  of  the  County. 
This  referred  to  a bottling  establishment  outside  the  area  and  was 
dealt  with  by  the  appropriate  Authority.

Attention  has  been  drawn  in  23  instances  to  lack  of  cleanliness, 
necessitating  liinewashing  of  the  premises. 

Four  cases  were  reported  where  the  sanitary  arrangements 
were  unsatisfactory  and  inadequate,  and  where  approved  con- 
veniences were  subsequently  provided. 
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I would  again  like  to  stress  the  need  for  the  restriction  of 
new  industrial  developments  to  those  areas  where  there  is  no 
likelihood  of  nuisances  being  created. 

To  permit  these  small  firms  to  establish  themselves  in  resi- 
dential areas  leads  to  complaints  by  residents,  and  eventual 
disturbance  of  industry  whose  develoj)ment  has  destroyed  the 
amenities  of  the  neighbourhood. 

Four  such  instances  have  been  noted  and  reported  during  the 

year. 


RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACTS. 

The  duties  under  the  above  Acts,  previously  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Council,  were  delegated  to  the  District  Council  on 
representations  from  the  Ministry  of  Food,  their  interest  being 
associated  with  raising  the  standard  of  health  and  food  hygiene, 
and  avoiding  damage  to  essential  food  stuffs  arising  from  these 
pests. 

The  system  of  Rodent  Control  was  devised  by  the  Ministry 
and  is  contained  in  circulars  and  memos  issued  by  the  Infestation 
Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  measures  of  control  for  eradicating  rats  and  mice  are 
undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  who  employ  a Rodent 
Operator  who.se  services  are  partly  covered  by  a Grant. 

Particular  stress  is  laid  on  the  importance  of  treatment  of 
sewers,  tips  and  farms,  as  essential  steps  in  controlling  infestations, 
and  these  have  been  given  close  and  periodic  attention.  There  is 
considerable  traffic  between  sewers  and  surface  premises,  and 
treatment  of  the  former  means  a diminution  of  surface  infestation. 

Although  Local  Authorities  are  under  statutory  responsibility 
to  take  all  .stejis  against  infestation,  during  the  fiscal  year 
1946/47,  the  Ministry  undertook  to  refund  30%  of  any  further  such 
treatment,  subject  to  certain  limitations. 

A maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  during 
the  year,  commencing  on  the  17th  June,  and  terminating  on  the 
3rd  July.  The  reason  for  the  extended  period  of  treatment  was  due 
to  the  labour  shortage,  two  men  being  employed  on  this  work  and 
at  times  only  one  man  instead  of  four  (one  operator,  one  recorder, 
one  sewer  man  and  one  labourer),  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food. 
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The  treatment  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Food  Infestation  Division,  and  in  view  of  this  the  Council 
qualify  for  a financial  grant  towards  the  cost.  The  poison  used 
was  zinc  phosphide  with  a bait  base  of  sausage  rusk,  baits  being 
laid  in  four  and  eight  ounce  quantities,  according  to  the  degree 
of  infestation.  The  scheme  of  baiting  was  first,  third  and  fifth 
days,  test  baiting  with  the  bait  base  on  the  first  and  third  days  and 
poisoning  on  the  fifth.  The  total  number  of  manholes  test-baited 
was  193  out  of  total  of  357,  which  was  far  above  the  10%  of  man- 
holes required  to  be  test-baited.  Out  of  this,  31  manholes  showed 
pre-bait  takes  and  in  consequence  129  manholes  were  poison  baited. 
Out  of  the  31  manholes  showing  pre-bait  takes,  only  15  showed 
complete  takes,  which  proved  that  there  was  only  slight  infestation 
of  the  sewers. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  made  to  commence 
the  second  maintenance  treatment  in  the  early  part  of  the  following 
year. 

31  private  and  works  premises  have  been  treated  during  the 
year  for  the  extermination  of  rats  and  mice.  Periodic  treatments 
have  also  been  carried  out  at  the  Sewage  Farm  and  the  Wolver- 
hampton Street  and  James  Bridge  Refuse  Tips.
